“ You must realize that I am placed 
in a peculiar position.

tigation I am asked to force a company 
of men to tell what they know."

SURGERY IN ANCIENT TIMES 


Trepanning It Ona of th# Oldest af 
Operation*, Dating Back to 
8ton« Ago. 


There Is no doubt that tom e rough 
form of surgery must have existed 
from very ancient 
time*, 
but it is 
Strange to find that so complex and 
delicate an operation aa trepanning la 
one of tho oldest. 
So far aa actual records go, Hippo©* 
rates give* us the earliest account. 
H e wrote treaties on fractures, dlslo* 
cations and wound* of th# head, in 
which he described the method of 
procedure to be followed In the case 
Of a fractured skull. 
His direction 
w as to cut away a piece of bone ao 
that the pressure on the brain might 
he relieved. 
There are also records about thla 
tim e and later of a file being used for 
tbia purpose, which at a time when 
anaesthetics were undreamed of m ust 
have been. to aay the leaat, painful. 
According to Dr 
T. Rice Holmes, 
the operation of removing pieces of 
bone was performed long before h i* 
torte times. 
The effects on the skull 
are easily teen after death and are 
visible so long aa the bone* are pre* 
Served 
From Inspection of certain skulls of 
the later stone age in ancient Britain, 
D r Holmes baa come to the conclusion 
that some of these had undergone the 
operation, which must have been p er 
formed with a stone im plem ent—Lon­ 
don Standard.
